EAR MARY,—Your remarks about 
D training children in the elementary 
rules of traffic remind me of some 
exercise books recently issued by an enter- 
prising firm, on the covers of which appeared 
a list of common-sense ‘‘ Don’ts,’’ such as 
“Do not run off the pavement,’’ ‘‘Do not 
cross the road without looking to the right.’’ 
It occurred to me when I saw these books 
that it would be wise to carry the plan 
further still by substituting for outworn 
copy-book maxims, which have been used for 
years, practical, terse instructions like those 
I have mentioned. 

For children, however, this is holiday 
time, and another problem faces the ‘‘grown- 
ups’’ who have charge of them. I have 
noticed that most parents and uncles and 
aunts enjoy the company of children—up to 
a point. When the point is passed the older 
person, desiring a little peace and quiet, 1s 
apt to become exasperated and short- 
tempered, and the result of such a frame 
of mind is far from beneficia] for the chil 
dren concerned. 


The Children’s Castle. 


I remember when I was quite small the 
passiouate incignaticn ! felt, in common with 
my brothers and sisters, when the ‘* grown- 
ups’’ retired to the drawingroom in holiday- 
time, locked the door. and left us to our own 
devices ! 

Eventually our resentment was observed, 
and the problem was wisely solved. In the 
particular house where we spent most of our 
holidays there was an obscure attic which 
was made over to us as our private sanctum, 
none of our elders being permitted to" enter 
it without permission or special invitation.

Where possible, I think it wise to 
children some such private retreat, the more 
out. of the way the better—a loft. a barn or 
an attic are so much more romantic than a 
lursery or a play-room.

Most good housewives know the delicious 
jam that loganberries but not all 
them, yp rhaps, know how to rectify the one 
drawback to the loganberry—i.e., the fruit 
ripens only little by little. 

Many city gardens have got a few of these 
and just now they are laden with 
berries, some stillegreen, some pale red, and 
the others a deep purple, mpe and luscious 
Now there are so few of them ripe together 
that many people consider them useless for 
jam. They either use the few ripe ones for 
them “' neat ” off the bush. 
this small amount which is 
almost ripe is gathered every 
and kept in a cool place indoors, 
four or five days, even from one good bush, 
there will be enough to make a fair quartity 
of this toothsome Jam. 

Care should be taken to pick the fruit he- 
fore it has become soft, or 1t will not keep. 
[f picked in proper condition, you ean go or 
adding a little a day for about a week. 

By using the following recipe :—llb. of 
loganberries will produce about 23lbs. of jam, 
which, owing to its wonderful flavour, is 
most useful for jam-rolls, jam sandwiches, 
kes and puddings. 
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The quantities can be regulated to suit any 
amount of fruit, and the correct proportion: 
are 3Slbs. loganbernes, 3 pints water, 5lls 
sugar. Method: Put the sugar and wate: 
together in the preserving pan, and stir un‘i} 
the liquid boils. Cease stirring, and all 
it to boil quickly for ten minutes. Remo 
from the fire, and allow to cool for at lew 
fifteen minutes. If there is any scum ® 
top, remove it with a spoon, or if. as of2n 
happens, the sugar has contained a of 
dust, it may be necessary to strain the svap 
through. a cloth. Having carefully remwed 
all stems from the berries, place them iy the 
syrup and return to the fire. Stir carcully 
with a wooden spoon. Boil stead], for 
about one hour. Do not remove the s¢um 
which rises, but when the liquid has been 
boiling for about 40 minutes drop a peee of 
butter, in the proportion of one ovwee to 
about 18ibs. jam, into he preservirs pan. 
This will effectively clear the jam and 
obliterate all signs of seum witht any

Except as regards certain int@national 
securities favoured by New York and Conti-

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nental operators it looks as though Stock 
Exchange business will be quiet for some little 
time to come. Besides the restrictive in- 
fluences of the monetary uncertainty, in 
which respect we are not yet out of the 
wood, the holiday season is now in full 
swing. Many members of the House are 
away, and judging from the quantity of 
orders received many brokers’ clients are also 
absent. Another factor which perhaps cannot 
be left out of account is the labour position. 
lt is feared that the trouble in the Lancashire 
cotton district will be followed later by a 
difficult situation in the coal industry, and it 
is perhaps for this reason that real buying 
of home railway stocks, as distinct from 
speculative purchases for the sake of snatch- 
ing quick turns, has not been attracted by 
the excellent dividend record for the past 
half-year. 


AN ATTRACTIVE FOREIGN 
RAILWAY STOCK. 


The last traffic increase of £17,549 re- 
portel by the Leopoldina Railway reduces 
the decrease to date on that system to a little 
under £216,000, thus making still more 
probable the fulfilment of the general 
manager's estimate that by the end of the 
vear the decline in gross receipts will be 
entirely wiped up. For 1928 the dividend 
was 5 per cent., and this will be repeated if 
the current period finishes with no substantial 
drop in gross earnings. The stock is quoted 
at 613, and without allowing anything for 
accrued interest the indicated yield is fully 
8 ner cent. It could rise to 75, and the 
return would st.!l be quite 6% per cent. 
Apart from this, there is at least the possi- 
hilitvy of the company paying a still higher 
dividend sin the future. 


COLONIAL GOVERNMENT STOCKS 


The fall in gilt-edged securities as a result 
of dearer money pvussibilities has been more 
pronounced in Colonial Government. and 
especially Australian, issues than in British 
Corporation Stock. The latter are still diffi- 
cult to obtain on anything over a 5 per cent. 
vield basis. Prices were marked down a 
little while ago, hut afterwards there was a 
tendency to recover. Australian Stocks. on 
the other hand, have continued weak. and at 
present prices promise rather substantia! 
vields. Australian Commonwealth 5 per 
cent. 1935-45 is quoted at 96, with a small 
amount of accrued interest in the price. 
Allowing for this and redemption at the later 
of the dates indicated, the vield is fully 53 
per cent. On the same 
return of 5 per cent. is obtainable 
on South Australia 5 per cent. 1932-42. 
Admittedly, there is some prejudice against 
Australian securities, because of the belief 
that the Colony is inclined to borrow too 
freely, but there can scarcely be any questi 
that the interest on the State loans will not 
always be paid. The advent of cheaper 
money would improve prices of all such 
securities, and it may be questioned. whether 
quotations will further decline much if the 
prospects point to a continuance of the present 
level of interest rates for a considerable time 
to come. 


ATTRACTIONS OF 5 PER CENT. 
WAR LOAN. 


It has not escaped notice that the current 
price of 5 p.c. War Loan brings that stock to

13s, 4d. net, thus reducing the purchase cost 
to a trifle under 100. No similar brush 
Government security gives so high a vy ek, 
and a point in its favour is the lessened lil-cii- 
hood of the market being disturbed by offers 
of conversion into new leas; for, while the 
monetary situation remains as at present, 
debt conversion schemes are out of the ques- 
tion. They could only be arranged on ternis 
which would involve no saving to the 
Exchequer. Apart from that, investors are 
not bound to fallin with any offer made by 
the Government. It is known that 
authorities would very.much like to see the 
size of this huge lean considerably reduced, 
but holders, if they sit tight, can reasonably 
expect to be able to retain their security until 
the latest redemption date—1947. Another 
point in the stock’s favour is its market- 
ability. Usually, large or small lines can be 
beught or sold withont producing a material 
effect upon the price, while, to those not liable 
for income tax, the fact that the half-yearly 
dividends are paid without such deduction 1s 
an additional attraction. Because of the 
merits of the security, the price has not 
really fallen much this year in face of dear 
money scares. It is true that at one time 
War Fives were quoted at 1031, but that 
price included a half-year's dividend of, say. 
£2 net, allowing for which the top figure was 
cnly 1014, as compared with the present price 
of barely 1003. 


HYDRO-ELECTRICS. 


Even allowing for the fact that the dealings 
in Hy@ro-Electric securities shares represent 
speculative operations, the appreciation in 
the. prite from the year’s lowest of $334 to 
the neighbourhood of $80 is not surprising. 
The company’s interests are mainly in the 
securities of American public utilities, which 
have appreciated very greatly in recent 
months, until present quotations in some cases 
represent high records.

DIVISION OF THE PROFITS. 


The following statement, which an Jrish 
Times representative has been able to secure, 
vill help to remove some of the confusion 
which undoubtedly still exists in the minds of 
many shareholders as to their position under 
tha Marconi “ merger,”’ which has just been 
concluded. The position is rather indefinite, 
but may be explained thus :— 

There is in existence now a company called 
the Cables and Wireless Limited, the income 
of which arises in the following way: The 
profits from the Eastern Telegraph Company, 
the Eastern Extension Company. the Western 
Telegraph Company, and the Marconi Com- 
pany are divided as follows: The proportion 
of profits of these companies as indicated 
hy the shares of the companies that were 
transferred to the Cable and Wireless Com- 
pany will be the proportion of the profits of 
these companies that will stand to the credit 
of the Cables and Wireless for dividends to 
their sarions classes of shareholders. The 
balance of divisible profits of those companies 
will go to the shareholders of those original 
companies. that have not joined the merger. 

The next question is how will the profits of 
the various Cable Companies and the Marconi 
Company be arrived at? The Cable Com- 
panies have a subsidiary called the Imperial 
and International Communications, Limited, 
the canital of which 1s thirty millions, out of 
the fifty-three and a half millions of the 
Cables and Wireless Company. Limited. The 
various cable companies and the Marconi 
Company have sold to the Imperial and Inter- 
national Commumication Company their traffic 
interests for a certain number of shares in the 
Imperiai and International Communication 
Company, Limited. The precise figures are 
not known; but take it, for example, that 


the cable companies get twenty-six millions . 


of the thirty millions; the Marconi Company 
will get four millions. 

The profits of the cable companies will arise 
from the dividends on their share—say, 
twenty-six millions of the Imperial and Inter- 
national Communications Company, plus the 
profits arising from the investment of their 
reserves created during the last 
twenty or thirty years. 

The profits of the Marconi Company will 
arise from the dividends on their share (four 
millions) of the capital given them in 
Imperial and International Communications, 
Limited, plus dividends from subsidiary com- 
panies, if any; plus royalties payable from 
patents, if any; plus profits upon manufac- 
ture of wireless apparatus, if any. 

It will, theretore, be seen that the profits 
of those various cables and wireless companies 
will be divided proportionately as to the 
number of shares transferred to the Cable and 
‘Wireless Company, Limited, and the number 
of shares that have not been so transferred 
and now held by the dissenting shareholders. 

It will be clear that the Cables and. Wire- 
less Company’s income will consist of their 
_roportion of the profits, as explained, from 
the various cable companies and the Marcom 
Company, and the balance of the profits cf 
those individual companies will go to the non- 
assenting shareholders in each particular 
company. 

The number of non-assenting shareholders 
in each company is in very small proportion 
to the total, Cables and Wireless, Ltd., 
having over ninety per cent. of each at the 
present moment, and, therefore, having full 
control. The directors of Cables and Wire- 
less, Limited, are also directors of the various 
cable companies, and also of the Marconi 
Company.

GAUMONT BRITISH CONTROL, 

As Friday's meeting of the Gaumont 
British Picture Corporation was purely a 
confirmatory one, the attendance of siare- 
holders was very small and the proceedings 
format.

Mr. Mark Ostrer 
has been appointed vice-chairman. Mr. 
C. M. Woolf has been appointed managing 
director, jointly with Mr. William Evans, 
in place of Mr. R. C. Bromhead, who has 
resigned, Mr. Woolf will act as deputy- 
chairman of the Corporation. 


BRITISH MONOMARKS.,

QUIETER CONDITIONS. 


From Our ComMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

As is usual prior to the holidays, business 
in all branches of the provision trade has 
quietened down, buyers having covered their 
requirements over that period.

At 
the time of writing five days have elapsed 
since the opening of the dispute in the cotton 
trade, and there is little hope of any move 
towards a settlement being made until after 
the holidays. Apparently both sides are 
adopting a very firm attitude, but it is to be 
hoped that some solution to the problem. 
mutually satisfactory to both employers and 
employés, will be reached ; otherwise the situa- 
tion is verv grave. In the meantime so far as 
dairy produce is concerned there is little 
change to note in butter. The Danish official 
quotation has heen wired unchanged at 286 
kroner per 100 kilos, and spot prices remain 
steady. As compared with last week. how- 
ever, choicest Irish creameries are, if any- 
thing, the turn dearer. So far as bacon is 
concerned, the only changes noted are in 
Swedish No. 3. which are 3s. lower, and 
Dutch No. 2 also show a reduction of 2s. per 
ewt. lrish and Danish remain unchanged 
both in Manchester and London. The present 
state of the eg market is anything but satis- 
factory from the sellers’ point of view. Pre- 
sent rates. however, are above those ruling at 
this time last year; therefore it is not sur- 
prising that the general state of trade is more 
or less disappointing. It is interesting to 
note that the spot supplies of North of Jre. 
land eggs are neglicible, but consignments 
from Denmark are enjoving a good vocue. The 
third annual report of the Empire Marketing 
Board is full of information of imnortance and 
interest to all food distributors. Primarily the 
duty of the Roard is to further the marketing 
in the United Kingdom of Empire produce, 
and its funds have heen expended in scientifir 
research, economic investigation and effective 
publicity. Tt has created enormous public in- 
terest in the sale of commodities produced 
within the Empire at home and overseas. and 
has created an atmosphere among all classes 
cf tne community wholly favourable 
to the further development of its 
campaign. It is pointed out that certain 
imports from Empire sources have in the last 
two years broken all previous records, and, 
although it is not claimed that the Board has 
heen more than a factor in this, it would be 
impossible to measure even approximately 
the extent of its influence. Every one of the 
Dominions and many of the Colonies have ad- 
vanced within the last fifty years from a re- 
latively modest position into that of im- 
portant contributors to and purchagers in the 
great markets of the world. There has been 
extraordinary development of the Empires 
resources even since the beginning of the pre- 
sent century. There is no doubt that the tide 
of Empire trade is flowing strongly. 

At Salford Cattle market on Tuesday trace 
was quiet all round, and sellers found diffi- 
culty in obtaining the prices made in the pre- 
vious week. Supplies of Irish fat and dairy 
cattle approximated closely to those of the 
previous week. but there was a rather sharp 
falling-off in the number of sheep and Jambs 
penned. At the Manchester Pig market. the 
position continues difficult to gauge. Busi- 
ness rules slow, but, with supplies of a mode- 
rate character, sellers show no disposition to 
grant concessions to induce business. At the 
Manchester Dead Meat market business 
throughout the week has been by no means 
prisk. Home-killed lamb met a very poor 
finish, and, with best veal in plentiful supply, 
prices dropped at least 2d. per lb. Chilled 
beef in short supply, and closed firm at ad 
vanced prices; but frozen beef was vather 
easier

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“THEORIES OF 
LIGHT. 
SCIENCE AND THE 
TALKING FILM. 


WHERE DOCTORS DISAGREE. 
aka 


(By “J. S. S.”) 


NE of the most pressing needs in 
7 physical sciefce to-day is an 
adequate theory to account for the 
phenomena of light. The fact that light 
travels in straight lines suggested to early 
scientific speculators that light consisted 
of rays, every ray being the track of a 
**bullet’’ or corpuscle of light which was 
projected from the source of light. The 
corpuscles thus postulated had to be very 
small so as to be able to pass through 
panes of glass, and their speed had to be 
enormous to account for the rapidity with 
which light travels. 

This corpuscular theory began to break 
down about the time of Newton, as 
phenomena were discovered which it was 
totally unable to explain. It was found 
that two beams of light shining on the 
same spot could be made to produce total 
darkness instead of intense illumination. 
This phenomenon, known as interference, 
could be explained only on the basis of 
waves of light, the idea being that, if the 
crests of the waves of one beam arrived 
simultaneously with the troughs of the 
waves of the other beam, they would 
““cance] ” one another, and there would be 
no resultant light there at all. 

For the wave theory of light we have to 
imagine something which can vibrate to 
and fro, and so produce waves. Scientists 
postulated the ether—a substance without 
weight, perfectly elastic and pervading al] 
space, being inside matter as well] as out- 
side it. This conception was too far- 
fetched for some physicists to concede. 
However, the auestion of the reality of 
ether is shelved by present-day scientists 
in the hope that some day things may 
straighten themselves out, and that the 
ether conception can be abandoned. 


RIVAL DOCTRINES. 


The wave theory can account for all the 
phenomena previously explained by means 
of rays, wig in addition, it explains the 
interference phenomena so well that by 
their aid we measure the lengths of waves 
of light—they are measured in millionths 
of an inch—and these measurements are 
probably the most accurate determina- 
tions that have ever been made. When 
Clark-Maxwell, in the middle of the last 
century, predicted the existence of other 
wave motions similar to light, and these 
were alterwards confirmed by the dis- 
coveries of Hertz and Roéntgen, we had a 
whole galaxy of waves. Extremely short 
waves are known as X-rays; those in the 
middle of the series manifest themselves 
as light and heat, while the longest are 
*‘ wireless ” waves. 

The wave theory seemed to be firmly 
entrenched when Planck, at the beginning 
of this century, discovered that energy 
was radiated from bodies and absorbed by 
them only in parcels of a definite size, 
which he called quanta. Planck dis- 
covered the existence of these quanta in 
connection with heat. but, as heat and 
light are exactly similar wave motions, 
differing only in wave-length, the same 
conclusions apply equally well to light. 
This means taat, if a body is emitting 
light, it sends out a certain number ol 
light waves until the energy lost is one 
quantum, then it waits till it has another 
quanium of light waves collected, and 
sends them out, and so on. 

In practice, these quanta are extremely 
small, and an enormous number of them 
is transmitted every second, so that we 
never notice that the light transmission is 
intermittent, not continuous. This seems 
to be a return to the corpuscular theory. 
In truth, it is, and our position at present 
is this. When we are dealing with some 
phenomena we use the wave theory, and 
when dealing with other phenomena 
we use the quantum or new corpuscular 
theory. Hence arises the need for com- 
prehensive theory to cover both sets of 
facts. The discovery of the fact that 
electricity can be got from metals by 
directing a beam of light on them pro- 
vided something on which experiments 
could be made to test the quantum theory. 
The results of these experiments con- 
firmed that theory without any doubt, 
thus making the position with regard to 
the two rival theories more acute. 


TELEVISION. 


What happens is as follows :— The atoms 
of the metals consist of a positive nucleus 
at the centre, and a number of electrons 
(particles of negative electricity) revolv- 
ing around it, as the planets revolve about 
the sun. The electrons are held in 
their paths by the attraction between 
them and the centre, and so energy is re- 
quired to dislodge an electron from an 
atom. Some metals, like sodium and 
potassium, have one electron relatively 
far out from the centre ; and so the attrac- 
tion between it and the centre is less than

Percy Bysshe Shelley.” 


Yesterday was the anniversary of the 
birth of Shelley in 1792. Of aristocratic 
stock, he acquired none of the orthodoxies 
of his circle, but was temperamental] and 
unbalanced. After an unhappy marriage, 
he deserted his wife, and went abroad with 
a woman endowed with intellect and 
emotional sympathy. His unhappiness 
culminated in the lonely end that over- 
took him, his body being washed ashore in 
Italy after shipwreck. Thus at thirty 
years of age his brilliance suffered the in- 
evitable eclipse. With Byron, he was 
of popular Liberal sympathies, and. 
when living in Dublin, he was so grieved 
with the condition of the poor, that he 
published his famous pamphlet suggesting 
remedial measures. In hot haste, from 
the printers near by, he brought his 
bundle to the O'Connell Bridge of the 
time, where he distributed his pamphlets 
free to the passers-by. 


Ceeur-Creme in Dublin. 


I could not help thinking, writes a 
correspondent, as I called to a Dublin 
dairy on one of our recent heavy days, of 
the feast in store for Parisian caterers if 
they had only known it. But, un- 
fortunately, countries cannot use up each 
other’s spare food any more than they can 
lend out rain or borrow sunshine! Cream 
had ““turned ” in this Dublin dairy by 
evening and was considered no longer 
marketable at its earlier price.

It was only by 
vigorously protesting that I could use 
“turned” cream that I persuaded the 
dairy girl to let me have some at half 
price. 


Staring Citizens. 


Reading the Irish Times, and the

order for delivery—D.W.G. (1/7/’29).” 

This incident reminds me of a story 
told by the late Mr. Darrell Figegis. Mr. 
Figgis was one of the Irish prisoners in- 
terned in Reading Jail with: Arthur 
Griffith and other Sinn Fein leaders in 
1916. All letters, books an’ parcels were 
censored in T ondon before being forwarded 
to the prison officials for delivery to the 
internees. J.etters and books in Irish were 
as efficiently censored as those written in 
English. One dav a prisoner had delivered 
to him a letter in Gaelic, folded up with 
which was the written note of the censor 
certifying that there was nothing 
dangerous in the letter. The initials to 
the note gave a ciue to the censor’s 
identity. and th‘: was readil-- confirmed 
bv Arthur Griffith. The initials were 
“T. W. R.,” disclosing the fact that the 
censor of matter in Gaelic was no less a 
nersonave than Mr. T. W. Rolleston, now 
deceased, the distinguished scholar.

prospérity. The city is steadily regaining 
the important ition that it formerly 
held as trade distributing centre for the 
South of Ireland. 
' ‘Phere is no doubt that the trade of the 
port suffered greatly through the destruc- 
tion of the Mallow railway bridge during 
the unrest which followed the establish- 
ment of the Provisional Government. The 
City of Cork then was virtually isolated 
for a lengthy period, with the natural 
result that a considerable amount of traffic 
was diverted to other channels. The re- 
gaining of that trade was a formidable 
task, and it is a tribute to the energy and 
acumen of Cork business-men that such 
rapid advances have been made during 
the past few years. The progress has been 
marked by steady advances from year to 
ear. 
4 One of the most striking features of the 
past year’s work is that, despite the 1m- 
rtant concessions made to the agricul- 
tural industry in the reduction of the 
export dues on live-stock and other farm 
products, there has been so substantial an 
increase in revenue. Mr. Richard Wallace, 
who is nearing the completion of his first 
twelve months as chairman of the Board, 
and his fellow-Commissioners are to be 
congratulated on the success that has 
attended their efforts. 


THE GALWAY-LONDON FLIGHT. 


The people of Cork are deeply interested 
in the forthcoming test flight between 
Galway and London, which is being under- 
taken with a view to speeding-up mail 
services between Europe and America. 
Their interest is tinged with a certain 
anxiety; for a sea-plane base fills an im- 
portant position in the future development 
of their port. After Sir Alan Cobham's 
visit some months ago the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners, on his advice, appointed a 
committee to investigate the possibilities 
of such a scheme at Queenstown A site 
has been selected, and found suitable, but 
the final decision has been delayed nd- 
ing the receipt of regulations which are 
being framed by the Free State Govern- 
ment. 

These have not yet been adopted; but 
the Board has been favoured with a copy 
of the draft by-laws. In these the re- 
quirements of such a service are set forth. 
They include a large area of smooth water, 
sheltered from the prevailing winds, and 
free from strong tides or currents; space 
for hangars, large enough to accommodate 
the type of ’plane used; adequate ship- 
ways, free from obstruction, with trans- 
port facilities, and provision for petrol, 
oil and water supplies, together with 
accommodation for Customs examination, 
offices, etc. ‘‘ As. we can meet all the re- 
quirements,’’ said Mr. Eugene Gayer, the 
general manager and secretary of the 
Board, “we are, to all intents and pur- 
poses, ready to go ahead with the work. ' 

As has been pointed out in this column 
on more than one occasion, the co-opera- 
tion. of the trans-Atlantic shipping 
companies must be secured if the scheme 
is to be a success. This means that: Cork 
Harbour must be virtually established as 
a termitial port, and the largest and fastest 
types of ocean greyhound must be induced 
to stop at Queenstown or at some more 
suitable site within the harbour. 


SAVING OF TIME. 


Discussing the merits of such a service,

place,” he said, “the North German Lloyd 
liner Bremen, on the basis of the recent 
‘record’ trans-Atlantic trip, can travel 
between Sandy Hook and Daunt’s Rock in 
three days twenty-two hours, and the New 
York business man travelling to Paris can 
be landed at Cork Harbour within four 
days. Four hours later he could arrive 
at Cherbourg by seaplane, and, accom- 
plishing the remainder of his journey by 
rail, could be in Paris from New York in 
less than four and a half days. If the 
entire distance between Cork and Par-s 
were covered by aeroplane, the saving of 
time would be considerably more.” 

If the trans-Atlantic companies carry 
out their suggested intention of establish- 
ing a terminal port in this country, Cork 
Harbour, with its natural advantages, 
must be seriously considered. Although 
President Cosgrave and the Chairman of 
the Harbour Board have expressec the 
view that any sum of money needed for 
this purpose could be raised within our 
own shores, their opinion has detracted in 
no way from the interest of American cor- 
porations in the matter. I understand that 
Mr. Taggard Aston, the New York engineer, 
whose principals are interested in the pro- 
motion of the Cuskinny Bay project, will 
be in Cork within the next week, and he 
is expected to place definite proposals 
before the Commissioners. Before he left 
Cork Mr. Aston intimated that he would 
interview the principal shipping companies 
in order to gain their support, and the 
result of his interview is awaited with 
interest. 


ATTRACTING TOURISTS. 


| Within the past few years considerable 
advances have been made towards render- 
ing Ireland more attractive to tourists. 
In both the Free State and Northern 
Ireland roads have been improved beyond 
all recognition, and the immediate result 
has been the rapidly increasing number of 
visitors. who bring their own motor cars 
in which to tour the country. Hotels have 
also been improved, and in the most 
remote and unsuspected corners of the 
country the tourist frequently secures 
accommodation far in excess of his anticl- 
pations. 

In this respect, however. much remains 
to be done. and last week one Canadian 
visitor to the South of Ireland suggested 
that what was really required was a 
number of hotels of the American type in 
different districts—Oneenstown, Killarney, 
Limerick and Dublin—where American 
visitors conld secnre accommodation and 
the type of food that they require. 


COW-TESTING. 


The County Cork Committee of Agricul- 
ture has issued the prize-list in connec- 
tion with the recent competition for the | 
best vields of milk and _ butter-fat of 
heifers on test in 1928. The committee 
mentions that through the agency of the 
Association many farmers are grading 
their herds to a higher level of efficiency. 
It is regretted, however, that the great 
majority of farmers still hold aloof from 
the movement. 

The scheme has been in operation for 
the past five years, and during that time 
103 heifers which were entered in the 
competitions have attained the standard 
necessary for registration by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Eight of these 
heifers have given 1,000 gallons and 
upwards, one reaching the remarkably 
high figure of 1,200 gallons. Eighteen 
have yielded between 900 and 1,000, 
eighteen over 800, twenty-six over 700, 
and thirty-three between 600 and 700 
gallons. In urging farmers who have not 
yet joined the movement to consider their 
position, the committee point out the 
advantages to be derived from member- 
ship, not only in the exact knowledge 
gained of the milk-yield and butter-fat of 
every cow in their herds, but also because 
they would thus be able to detect the 
animals that are not paying for their

The quantum theory has also given a 
simple solution to the question of the 
spectra of the elements. Every element, 
when heated or suitably excited, gives out 
light of a colour characteristic of that 
element. This light, when examined by 
means of the spectroscope, is found to be 
a mixture of a number of coloured lights, 
or, in scientific language, of lights of 
different wave-lengths, or of different 
frequencies. Suppose that we consider a 
simple element, like hydrogen, whose 
atom consists of one proton and one 
electron revolving around it, and see what 
happens to it when it is supplied with 
energy. The electron may travel around 
its orbit at a greater speed, or it may 
resolve at its old speed in a bigger orbit. 


MOODS OF THE ATOM. 


We have reason to believe that the 
latter course is the one that the electron 
follows, and we used to think of the 
electron, as the energy was supplied. 
getting gradually further from the centre 
of the atom. According to the quantum 
theory, the energy would only be absorbed 
by the atom in parcels, and, after one 

reel was absorbed, no more would come 

till another quantum was ready. The 
electron would then have to move away 
from the centre in a series of jumps—one 
jamp for every quantum of energy 
received. 

Accordingly, we imagine that there is 
one state—the normal state—of the atom 
in which it contains its minimum

and if he cannot always guarantee accept- 
ance, he has at least a way of saying so 
that leaves no sting. 

It is not usual to find Gaelic revivalists 
enthusiastic about European literature, 
but Mr. O Dalaigh, who is an accom- 
plished linguist, is an exception, and I 
believe that in his leisure hours he is a 
veritable ‘‘ whale’’ for French novels.

Drumsnas ‘Distinction. 


Trollope had never written a line 
until he came to Ireland, and he gives in 
his autobiography an interesting account 
of the circumstances under which his 
first novel was written. “TI was located 
at a little town called Drumsna, or rather 
village,’ he writes, “in the County 
Leitrim, where the postmaster had come 
to some sorrow about his money; and 
my friend John Merivale was staying 
with me for a day or two. As we were 
taking a walk in that most uninteresting 
county, we turned up threugh a deserted 
gateway, along a weedy, grass-grown 
avenue, till we came to the modern ruins 
of a country house. It was one of the 
most melancholy spots I ever visited. ... 
We wandered about the place, suggesting 
to each other causes for the misery we 
saw there, and while I was still among 
the ruined walls and decayed beams I] 
fabricated the plot of ‘The Macdermots 
of Ballycloran.’

To-day, if.the weather bé fair, holiday- 
makers will roam through the land, and, 
wherever beautiful scenery may be 
admired, companies will gather. On such 
days the famous sites of historical interest 
attract’ parties of tourists and students. 
Clonmacnois, for example, that impressive 
city of ruins that rises above the watery 
meadows of the Shannon side, will be 
approached to-day by river and by road, 
and interested sightseers will gaze upon 
King Flann’s High Cross and the 
exquisite arches of the church that was 
founded by fatal Dervorgilla. The tale of 
St. Ciaran, the founder of the monastic 
settlement, will be told—how he was called 
Half-Matthew”’ because he 
learnt only half his Gospel, and how he 
came to be called ‘‘ Ciaran Half-Ireland,”’ 
by reason of his spiritual conquests, It 
will be recalled how his foundation grew 
in fame for hundreds of years, until it 


“Ciaran 


was the nursery of Charlemagne's scholars 
and a prize for the Viking galleys that 
wound their way up the Shannon under 
Turgesius. Some lecturer may speak ol 
Lebor na Huidre, the Book of the Dun 
Cow, that was transcribed in the restored 
monastery in the century after Brian’s 
defeat of the Danes. Among the listeners 
there may be some to realise that an event 
of more than academic note is occurring 
in the publication this week of the first 
complete transcript of that ancient code. 
The redaction of the most ancient surviv- 
ing collection of Irish texts is a contribu- 
tion to European history. 

About the year 1100 the scribes of Clon- 
macnois compiled strange heroic tales that 
came down from the early iron age—tragic 
narratives like that which tells of the end 
of a royal house in the burning of Da 
Derga’s hostel, pleasant myths of the 
Country of the Young, historical frag- 
ments and translations from continental 
literature of the early middle ages. Sixty 
years ago a facsimile of their work was 
made for the Royal Irish Academy and 
was published by the lithographic process. 
That facsimile, however, failed to dis- 
tinguish the work of different scribes. 
Nearly twenty years ago, Dr. R. I. Best, 
by distinguishing different periods in the 
script, threw a new light on the work. lt 
is good news that the Royal Irish Academy 
promises to publish facsimiles of other 
important manuscripts, now preserved at 
Oxford and Milan. By the aid of these, 
under the application of Dr. Best's 
method, serious progress will be made in 
the dating of Irish texts, and thus in the 
elucidation of the chronological chaos cf 
the Irish past. Seventeen years of inten- 
sive toil by Dr. Best, with the assistance

Philologists are exploring more than the 
past of Ireland as they interpret Mael 
Muire’s writings, and the essays in which 
they set forth their results communicate 
to us knowledge of the larger world. When 
the late Dr. J. B. Bury published, in 1905, 
his monumental book, “The Life of 
St. Patrick and his Place in History, ”' 
he explained that he was attracted to his 
subject by curiosity concerning the diffu- 
sion of Latin culture beyond the frontiers 
of the Roman Empire. He found in 
Ireland evidence to prove that the ideas 
that lie at the basis of European civilisa- 
tion travelled farther than the legions. 
For him the history of Imperial Europe 
became the clearer by light reflected 
from beyond its borders. It has 
been suggested that the tracing of 
manuscripts yet will reveal Clonmacnois 
as a centre of literary. exchange from 
the days when Columbanus read Virgil, 
Juvenal and Prudentius to those in which 
Mael Muire and his colleagues gathered 
up the fragments of Irish lore that the 
Danish wars had spared,

The Hague Conference. 


The international conference on repara- 
tions will open to-morrow at The Hague. 
Six Powers and some smallercountries wil] 
take part in it. The delegates, with their 
train of political and financial experts, 
will number one thousand; ard they will 
have four hundred camp-followers in the 
shape of journalists from all parts of the 
world. Whether it succeeds or fails, this 
conference will be a landmark in Europe’s 
affairs; for its purpose is the final 
liquidation of issues which have vexed her 
peace during the. last ten years., The. con- 
ference will be divided into two parts. 
One will deal with the Young plan and its 
applications; the other will consider 
political questions, such as the evacuation 
of the Rhineland. Every Power will find 
its own problems at The Hague, but Great 
Britain’s róle will be peculiarly difficult.

that will help Germany, ‘and the removal 
of the last foreign soldier from German 
soil. Her Allies-are willing to accom- 
modate her—at a price. The Young plan, 
which, if The Hague Conference’ accepts 
it, will replace the Dawes scheme at the 
end of this month, reduces Germany’s 
annual liability to the Allies from 
£125,000,000 to £99,500,000. All the 
creditor Powers, with one exception, are 
in broad agreement with the Young plan ; 
and that exception, by a curious irony, is 
Great Britain, the sincerest advocate of a 
swift and final. settlement. In effect, 
virtually the whole sacrifice involved in 
the reduction of the German debt is 
assigned to her. The new German pay- 
ments are divided into two categories: 
£33,000,000 of the annuity is unconditional, 
and the rest may be postponed. Not only 
is the British share reduced for the benefit 
of the Frerich and Italian shares, but the 
British payment is to come from the post- 
ponable part of the annuity, while the 
increased French and Italian payments 
will be a charge on the unconditional 
part. By this arrangement Britain would 
lose £2,500,000 a year. The conference 
which begins to-morrow will consider the 
conditions under which the Young plan 
can be accepted by all the Powers; and we 
can perceive readily the invidious nature 
of Great Britain’s position. She is in 
full sympathy, instance, with 
Germany’s demand for the. immediate 
evacuation of the Rhineland; but it is 
clear that France’s price for that con- 
cession will be Britain’s acceptance of the 
Young plan as it stands. The British 
Government, however, realises that there 
are limits 


for 


to Britain’s patience and 
financial endurance. Mr. Snowden and 
Mr. Henderson will offer a firm resistance 
to the proposal that the reduction of 
Germany’s payments shall be made at Great 
Britain’s sole expense ; and we are confident 
that in this attitude the opinion of all 
British parties will support them. No 
effort to misrepresent Britain’s demand 
for reasonably fair treatment can be 
successful in the light of her recorded 
sacrifices.

A Soldier’s Monument.

Marshal Earl Haig. The statue, when 
completed, will occupy a site in Whitehall 
outside the War Office, and it would be a 
thousand pities if the country should feel 
that a great subject had not received 


tion, and a sculptor of Mr. Hardiman’s 
repute surely will be able to combine art 
with a faithful reproduction of feature. 
Lord Haig was a public figure in a manner 
that many whose statues to-day embellish 
or disfigure London could not have 
claimed. With quiet efficiency, at a time 
of world-wide crisis, he commanded armies 
of a magnitude undreamed of even in 
military text books; and, when the victory 
was won, he devoted the last years of his 
life to the men whom he had led so well. 
The shock which his unexpected death 
caused throughout the world testified to the 
genuine recognition that his many virtues 
had achieved. Every British soldier felt 
a sense of personal Joss, and even from the 
“ranks of Tuscany’’ came~expressionts’ of 
regret. We could wish that there were 
fewer statues of mediocrities in order that 
those of such men as Lord Haig, Horatio 
Nelson and the, Iron, Duke, might be a 
rarer honour, In recent times impres- 
sionist art, in an endeavour to break away 
from convention, has striven after effect 
at the expense of accuracy. Nevertheless, 
the main purpose of a statue ought to be 
a commemoration of the features of the 
man Whom his countrymen have delighted 
to honour. When we look on the bust of 
Marcus Aurelius inthe British Museum 
we obtain some idea of that philosophic 
pagan’s appearance. We-should be much 
disappointed if we were given no more 
than the impression that he had made on 
some now forgotten sculptor. The British 
Legion appeals to-day for funds, . and 
special reference is made to the deplorable 
position of many ex-Service men in the 
South of Ireland. After all, while it may 


the memory of the great, there can be little 
doubt that Lord Haig himself would 
prefer that we should remember him by 
generous gifts to his fund for distressed 
ex-Service men. 


Slang. 


The witness who, at Clerkenwell County 
Court, “ was not aware that gentlemen 
who wear wigs and gowns used slang,” 
deserves the highest praise. This admir- 
able woman expected a high standard 
from a ‘‘ learned’ counsel, and, when it 
was not forthcoming, she did not hesitate 
to rebuke him. If there were more people 
of her type, there would be smaller cause 
to fear the encroachments of American 
jargon and slovenly phrasing on the 
English language. English is one of 
the richest languages in the world, 
but the majority of Englishmen are 
lamentably ignorant of their own 
tongue. It has been computed that the 
vast majority of Britons go through life 
with a vocabulary of Jess than five hun- 
dred words. So illiterate are many people 
that it is quite possible to conduct a 
conversation in front of them, in their 
own tongue, of which they will not gather 
even the gist. A vocabulary of less than 
fifteen hundred words is inadequate for 
any man who calls himself well-educated. 
As many towns have claimed to be the 
home of the best English as in ancient 
times claimed the birthplace of Homer. 
Perhaps, the palm might be awarded to 
Bath, where the heritage of elegance 
bequeathed from the days of Beau Nash 
is not quite dead. It may be said, how- 
ever, that there is no fixed standard. No 
virile language is static; as new inven- 
tions and customs make their appear- 
ance, so elasticity of expression is 
demanded. Words are borrowed from 
other tongues and merge insensibly into 
their new surroundings. In some cases 
old native words are resurrected to cope 
with brand new ideas. It is a mistake to 
be overmuch a laudator temporis acti. in 
matters of language, but we may regret 
the disappearance of the old English 
plural in “n.,” How much pleasanter to 
the ear is not '“shoon ” than *‘ shoes ”’ ?

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THE HAGUE CONFERENCE, 
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Numerous officials will accompany the 
delegates taking part in The Hague Con- 
ference on Reparations, and it is estimated 
that the staffs will exceed seven hundred. 
With the British delegation there will he 
a number of experts from the Treasury 
and from the Legal Department of tha 
Foreign Office, and officials at the War 
Office will hold themselves in readiness to 
cross to Holland at short notice, should 
their preseice be necessary when the 
evacuation of the Rhineland is’ discussed. 
lrequent communications have been 
passing between the Governments of t' ; 
big Powers with regard to the procedure 
to be adopted, and .t is believed that the 
progress made im this connection will 
enable the Conference to get to work 
without spending too much time on the 
modus operandi. Mr. Snowden, Mr. 
Henderson and Mr. William Graham have 
gone to The Hague as the British repre- 
sentatives. 


Labour s Election Pledges. 


Labour’s left wing are profoundly dis- 
satisfied over the turn that negotiations 
with the Soviet representative have taken. 
To their mind M. Dovgalevsky has been 
badly used by the Foreign Office, and 
taturally the Moscow Press has given 
them their cue. Some speechés during 
the week-end have bristled with denuncia- 
tions of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and Mr. 
Henderson, whose laudable firmness in the 
matter has given the “ humble disciples “f 
Lenin” a shock. They cannot help 
remembering Mr. Macdonald’s promise, 
before he became Prime Minister, to secure 
Soviet recognition '“ by hook or by crook,”’ 
and are taunting him with his words. 
Promises like pigeons come home to roost, 
and Mr. Macdonald must be bitterly 
regretting this and many others in which 
he indulged, when in the less respons!! le 
position of leader of the Opposition. The 
miners are clamouring for redemption of 
the promise to repeal the Eight Hours 
Act, which was to be “the first task ” of 
the new Government—an undertaking, h. 
the way, which was similarly given in 
respect of the Trades Disputes Act. 


Tasks of New Ministers. 


Most of the new Labour Ministers will 
take advantage of the recess to familiarise 
themselves with their respective depart- 
ments, a necessary duty which was in- 
conveniently interrupted when Parliament 
was sitting. Some of them are finding 
their hands pretty full, apart altogether 
from the usual routine departmental and 
administrative work. Mr. Snowden, -“'r 
instance, has reparations, with all its 
lateral considerations, to grapple with, 
while, in addition to assisting at The 
Hague, Mr. Henderson has the vital ques- 
tions of Russia, Egypt and China before 
him. Miss Bondfield is confronted with 
the Lancashire trouble, the biggest dispute 
since the coal stoppage. These members 
of the new Government fare badly in the 
midst of the holiday season, as there is 
not much chance for any of them to get 
a. complete ‘rest for the present. Mr. 
Thomas, however, has packed up his un- 
employment troubles for the time being, 
and is combining a public business and 
pleasure trip to Canada. 


Cowes Week. 


Cowes Week opened in not too promising 
weather. The attendance was quite up 
to the average, and there was no falling 
off in the number of pleasure and racing 
craft moored in the roads. The absence 
of the King and Queen threw a certain 
amount of gloom over the gathering, and 
the seascape seemed incomplete with no 
Britannia or Victoria and Albert, with 
her attendant cuardship and destroyers in 
the picture. It was unfortunate that in 
the tuning-up performances of the bix 
yachts Sir Thomas Lipton’s Sham#ock fel! 
foul of another racing craft. Luckily, not 
much damage was done, and the gear that 
was carried away can be replaced without 
putting either of the yachts out of com- 
mission for more than a few hours. The 
King has expressed his deep disappoint- 
ment at his enforced absence, but he wi!! 
be even more disappointed if he is unable 
later on to enjoy a shoot, which is his 
favourite sport. 


Anglo-Egyptian Relations. 


Mahmoud Pasha, the Egyptian Premier, 
leaves London to-morrow. At the final 
interview at the Foreign Office Mr. 
Henderson expressed the hope that the 
recent conversaticns would result in a 
“lasting and honourable settlement”’ of 
Anglo-Egyptian differences. The text of 
the proposals, which are to form the basis 
of a treaty, will not be published for a 
few days, but it is assumed here that one 
of the arrangements come to is that British 
troops will be withdrawn from the Cairo 
citadel and other prominent positions. 
their garrisoning of which is claimed to 
offend Egyptian national pride. In that 
case, alternative cuarter: would be found 
for them on a line nearer the Suez Canal. 
There need be no fear of any capitula- 
tions which could be calculated to imperi! 
British interests, but there is always the 
possibility of Egyptian Nationalists, who 
have received valuable concessions, making 
them a jumping-off ground for still 
greater demands. 


The Cotton Stoppage. 


By the closing of eighty more mills the 
Lancashire cotton trade stoppage is made 
almost complete, with half-a-million 
operatives idle. The Minister of Labour 
is “ carefully watching the situation,” 
ready to intervene at the least prospect of 
her department's good offices being likels 
to conduce towards a settlement. In the 
meantime, the mayors of ten Lancashire 
towns are putting their shoulders to the 
wheel as mediators, and they will meet in 
Manchester to-morrow in the hope 
getting the parties to the dispute together 
at a round table conference. Unfortu- 
nately, both sides are at the moment un- 
necessarily obdurate, and, perhaps, not 
unnaturally, are profoundly suspicious of 
one another.

A number of soldiers at the special 
military camp at Bohill, at the back of 
Divis Mountain, near Belfast, for the 
annual manceuvres of the Northern Ireland 
Command, are. suffering from what is 
believed to be ptomaine’ poisoning. 

It appears that some men of the Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers who had taken fish 
with tea on Friday became ill during 
Saturday while marching from Belfast to 
the camp.. Six of them were removed to 
the Holywood Military Barracks for treat- 
ment and others to the Belfast Military 
Hospital. 

Inquiries which were made’ yesterday 
elicited the information that all the men 
were recovering. 

The military medical officer, is making 
an inguiry into the affair and also the 
Headquarter Staff at Belfast. 

The 1,800 men who are to take part in 
the annual manceuvres belong to the York- 
Shire and Lancashire Regiment from 
Ebrington Barracks, Derry; the Royal 
Inniskillings from Belfast, and the Gordon 
Highlanders from  Ballykinlar Camp. 
South Down. The maneeuvres will last 
until the 22nd inst. 


100 MEN AFFECTED. 

Later inquiries show that about 100 
men of the Innisk:lling Fusiliers were 
affected by the poisoning. They had all 
taken salmon for tea on Friday, and a 
few showed symptoms of illness that 
night. 

It was not till the men commenced to 
march to Bohill, near Crumlin, on Satur- 
day morning, however, that any alarm was 
felt. One man fainted on the parade 
ground in the barracks before the march 
started. 


MEN UNABLE TO WALK. 

Three miles from Belfast men began to 
fall out of the ranks. unable to continue 
the march. and a little later the numbers 
grew rapidly. 

Ambulances were summoned to carry 
the sufferers to hospital. but thev soon 
became inadequate, and lorries had to be 
used. 

Over sixty were taken to Belfast, eight 
were conveyed to Holywood Barracks, 
while about thirtv others are detained in 
the camp at Bohill. 


SUFFERERS DOING WELL. 

It is believed that only those who par- 
took of the salmon suffered. Some of the 
salmon has been handed over to Major 
Nicolls, R.A.M.C., for bacteriological 
examination. 

On Saturday night several of the 
soldiers were reported to be seriously ill, 
but it was learned last night that all are 
now going on well.

Minister, has telegraphed from 
London the following appeal “to the 
people of Egypt ” :— 

“IT am nappy to announce that, after 
long and difficult negotiations; I: have 
succeeded in obtaining proposals for the 
settlement of the relations between Egypt 
and England on the basis of friendly and 
mutual understanding. In the course of 
these negotiations I did not fail to repre- 
sent with the utmost vigour the hopes 
and aspirations of Egypt, and I found 
that the British Government were sin- 
cerely anxious to meet these hopes and 
aspirations, so long as they were com- 
patible, in their view, with the protec- 
tion of the Suez Canal and other British 
interests, 

THE PROPOSALS. 

“The full details of the proposals will 
be published in due course, and it is my 
fervent hope that they will be examined 
in a spirit of enlightened patriotism by 
all Egyptians who love their country, 
regardless of party or creed. I believe 
that, if they are examined in that spirit, 
they will be found to go far beyond any 
proposals which have preceded them. 

“I believe also—and my belief is shared 
by the British Government—that a treaty 
embodying these proposals wil] consolidate 
the friendship between Egypt and Eng- 
land, and will enable the two countries: 
to co-operate in the execution of their 
international - obligations in preserving 
the peace of the world. y

SOME REMARKABLE 
RUMOURS.

hig, . DERRY, Sunday.’ 
While no, untoward incidents have 
occurred on Lough Foyle since those 
which culminated in the Foyle and Bann 
Fishery Company’s application in the 
Northern High Court a fortnight ago, the 
air is charged with disquieting rumours. 
Most, if not all, of these are baseless, but 
their circulation does not tend to ease the 
tension. 

In Moville, during the week-end, people 
who claim to be in a position to Know 
stated that sensational developments may 
take place within the next forty-eight 
hours. They are supposed to follow on a 
very serious step which, it is held, the 
Free State authorities. will be compelled 
to take on informations sworn by some of 
the Donegal fishermen, whose nets were 
seized in the lough by the Fishery Com- 
ba bailiffs some weeks ago. The hint, 

riefly, is that, either in Northern or Free 
State territory, a warrant of arrest is to 
be executed on the person of a prominent 
official of the Fishery Company, at the 
instance of the Free State police authori- 
ties 

Exhaustive inquiries in police and other 
official circles in Northern Ireland to-day 
evoked a strong expression of doubt 
that the Free State authorities proposed 
either to take any such step or to allow 
it to be taken. The possible difficulty of 
executing such a warrant in Northern 
Ireland, in the circumstances of the pre- 
sent case; was pointed out. Even the 
issue of a warrant by the Free State 
authorities, it. was suggested to me, would 
be as inexpedient for those authorities as 
it would be for the Northern authorities 
at the moment to endeavour to have 
arrest warrants executed against the 
Donegal fishermen for, say, trespass or 
assault. 


DISCREET ATTITUDE PROBABLE. 

The probability, I was told, is that both 
the authorities of the North and of the 
Free State will exercise extreme care to 
maintain peace on the lough at all costs, 
pending the outcome of the action in the 
Northern High Court, and of the negotia- 
tions which are likely to follow almost 
immediately on the representations made 
to the Imperial Government by Mr. Cos- 
grave's Ministry. In support of this view, 
there is the statement, confidently made 
here, of which up. to the moment I have 
been unable to receive either confirmation 
or denial, that the application of a pro- 
minent official of the Fovle and Bann 
Fishing Company for.a patrol of Royal 
Ulster Constabulary to escort him over 
the waters of the lough, has not been 
granted by the Northern authorities, 
There may, in fact, be no foundation for 
the story, but, for what it is worth, and 
by reason of the source from which it 
emanated, it i¢ given here. 


HAVE THE WRITS BEEN SERVED? 

The writs issued by Lord Justice 
Andrews against the fishermen are return- 
able on Wednesday next, when the hearing 
of the fishery company’s application fora 
permanent injunction will begin. No one 
seems to know whether the service of the 
writs has been completed, but the Donegal 
fishermen coneerned do not conceal for a 
moment their intention to ignore them .if 
they are served, and to ignore, in any 
case, the proceedings consequent upon 
their issue.

Mr. Michael Bonner, sécretary of the 
Moville Board of Conservators, on the 
other hand, contended that Captain 
Kinnaird’s presence at meetings of the 
Moville Board of Conservators. of which 
he is an ex-officio member, and his appear- 
ance, in the first instance, before District 
Justice Walsh, was quite inconsistent with 
his present attitude, ‘‘If our Board has 
no jurisdiction or control over the waters 
or the fishery, why,” asked Mr. Bonner,

it come that every year his company pays 
us between £500 and £600 rates on their 
fisheries in the River Foyle?

CEREMONIES. 


INAUGURATION OF NEW 
BULLDINGS, 
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From REUTEn's CoOnRE8PONDENT. 
BOULOGNE; Sunday. 

Mr. Tom Shaw, the British Minister of 
War, who has been visiting war cemeteries 
on the old British front, arrived at Arras 
this morning to inaugurate the new build- 
ings of the Imperial War Graves Commis- 
sion). Those present at the ceremony. in- 
cluded General Lord Horne, Sir Fabian 
Ware, Vice-President of the Imperial War 
Graves. Commission; Monsignor Juilen, 
the Bishop of Arras; General Sarrigny, 
representing the Ministry of Pensions ; 
M. Laban, Secretary-General of the Pre- 
lecture, and many others. 


CEREMONY AT ARRAS. 


“‘My Lord Bishop,” said Mr. Shaw, ‘I 
bring to you, in the name of the Imperial 
War Graves Commission, the most respect- 
ful homage to the memory of your dead, 
the most profound sympathy for the 
mothers and fathers of France, who have 
lost their sons. This homage and 
sympathy come ftom the burning sun oí 
India to-the snows of Canada from the 
sunny seas of South Africa to the mists 
of Newfoundland, and from Australia and 
New Zealand. I have never realised before 
the colossal sacrifice made by the Allies 
in the war. I have had the opportunity 
of seeing with my own eyes how France 
has ijiterally watered her furrows with 
blood and tears. On this soil, which bore 
the pangs of the war, one would, indeed, 
be less than a man ií he were not pro- 
foundly moved. 

“There is no need for us, French cr 
British. to claim endurance, courage and 
grandeur of soul. The graves of France 
and Flanders, nay, the graves of the 
world, show that our cup of these qualities 
is not merely full, it overflows. The great 
qualities of bravery, love of liberty, and 
love of native country, have been shown 
by our sons who lie here. Can we show 
the great qualities of endurance, love oi 
country, and love of humanity in working 
for the peace of the world? So long as 
history is written the bravery of our sons 
will form a golden page. May we be creat 
enough to pay our tribute to their memory 
by trying to assure a peace which will 
make such tremendous sacrifices as those 
of the Great War unnecessary in the 
future? In .the beantiful words inscribed 
on your beautiful tower, may we be able 
to say: ‘Peuples, soyez unis, soyez 
humains.’ ”’ 


LORD HORNE’S SPEECH. 


‘* Monseignear,’’ General Lord Horne 
said, ‘‘ I address you to-day with feelings 
of deep emotion. When in 1916 the 
British First Army, which I had the 
honour to command, took over this part 
of the front from the French Tenth Army, 
it had already been the scene of some of 
the bitterest fightmg of the war. Among 
these. hills our French brothers-in-arms 
had displayed their traditional dash and 
bravery, and kad held some chosen pos!- 
tions with a determination and utter for- 
getfulness of self that such names as 
Lorette, Carency and Souchez had become 
household words in England as in France. 
The ground on which we stand was, and 
still is, sanctified by their sacrifice. 


‘When in the successful attack of 1917 by 


the First. British Army the gallant 
Canadian troops flung back. the enemy 
from the heights of Vimy, one of the 
first tasks of that Army was to collect, 
and reverently to inter, the remains of 
thousands of those heroic Frenchmen, who 
for long months, undisturbed by the un- 
ceasing din of battle. had slept where 
they had fallen. Here, in the ground 
chosen later by their own comrades, they 
rest so long as France shall be a nation. 

“ To the glory of God and in honour of 
these dead of France, surrounded, as we 
believe we are at this moment, by the 
spirits of their dead comrades of the 
British Empire, I lay this wreath among 
their graves, humbly praying God that He 
will comfort those who mourn their loss, 
and keep their memory sacred in the 
hearts of the French and British genera- 
tions to come.”’ 


AT NOTRE DAME DE LORETTE. 


Mr. Shaw and the whole company after- 
wards proceeded to the cemetery of Notre 
Dame de Lorette, where Mr. Shaw pre- 
sented the new windows for. the chapel 
‘subseribed. for by the British - pedple. 
The ‘party Was received at the chapel by 
the Bishop, and subsequently Mr. Tom 
Shaw made a speech, being followed by 
General Lord Horne. 

The Bishop, speaking in the name ol 
the Committee of the Notre Dame de 
Lorette Memorial, made a very moving 
speech, thanking Mr. Shaw for the superb 
gift offered by the British people. The 
windows, two of them _ representing 
respectively St. Joan of Arc. and St. 
George, are very fine, and were much 
admired.

In a leading article The: Times of to-day 
observes :—The attempts intermittently made 
during he sitting of Parliament to obtain a 
definition of what, if any, economic theory 
inspires the Government have received less 
attention than they deserve. It is clearly 
the function of the House of Commons to 
find out whether the Executive believes that 
State action can ecect any considerable re- 
duction in the number of unemployed or 
whether it conforms to the view that expen- 
diture of cash or credit by the State only by 
so much diminishes the resources of industry, 
aud does not, therefore, increase the sum 
total of employment. 

In the last resort the nation’s wealth is 
the sum total of production, no more and no 
less. Of this wealth some part is surplus to 
the amount required to renew the existing 
industrial cycle, and these savings are de- 
voted to development. The point at issue, 
therefore, is only whether development is 
Letter and more fruitful if the State appro- 
priates these savings, and directs their use, 
or if they are left to be employed by those 
who have made them. The common Socialist 
argument is that the latter alternative has 
failed, but it is really untenable. The truth 
is that high taxation ever since the war has 
made such inroads on annual savings in the 
hands of individuals that it is rather the 
etlicacy of State-directed development which 
may be called in question. 

There appears to be some recognition of 
this fact in the explanation of the present 
Government's development proposals put for- 
ward by Mr. Thomas. He has declared that 
he is merely probing to see how far there 
can. be an expansion of creait within the 
limits of the gold standard, and it is signifi- 
cant that he has included private firms among 
the contemplated users of such credit.

A DOUBTFUL POINT. 

The attitude of the Government, indeed, 
seems practically the same as that taken up 
by Mr. Keynes and other respectable de- 
fenders of the Lloyd George proposals. They 
start from the assumption, which nobody will 
deny, that there are certain kinds of de- 
velopment best undertaken by the State. They 
next calculate that by diverting savings from 
investment abroad into investment at home, 
and by expanding the basis of credit as the 
occasion arises, it is possible to increase 
considerably this kind oí development 
without ahy danger of inflation. The 
point is so doubtful that its exploration on 
the modest scale proposed by the Govern- 
ment may be welcomed, although past ex- 
perience, as already pointed out, makes any 
markedly favourable result on employment 
unlikely: Let: the orthodox and the un- 
orthodox economists compromise if they can; 
but no compromise should blind the public to 
two considerations. 

The first is, that the tendency of the 
Socialist Party must be to slip or skid into 
the economic path of Mr. Wheatley, who 
studied inflation upon the false 
premise that purchasing power can be raised 
permanently by artificial means. The second 
essentia] consideration is that public policy 
should’ never cease to aim at increasing 
national saving power, if only because upon 
that credit expansion must ultimately depend 
for success. That is why it is clear that 
everything tending to lower the costs of pro- 
duction—such as de-rating—offers far more 
hope to the unemployed than any increase in 
public expenditure. That is the point which 
sound economists in the House of Commons, 
to whatever party they belong, must continu- 
ally keep before the Government. ‘That is the 
point of view from which the development of 
the Government's policy should be studied 
during the recess. 


THE REPARATIONS 
CONFERENCE. 


DELEGATIONS LEAVE FOR 
THE HAGUE. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson, the Foreign Secre- 
tary; Mr. Philip Snowden, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; Mr. William Graham, President 
of the Board of Trade; and Sir Eric Phipps, 
the British Minister in Vienna, who form the 
British delegation to The Hague Conference 
on Reparations, which opens to-morrow, leave 
for The Hague to-day. 

Herr Stresemann, the German Foreign 
Minister, and other leading members of the 
German delegation left Berlin for The Hague 
last night, and Signor Mosconi, the Italian 
Minister of Finance, and Signor Grandi, 
Under Secretary of Boreign Affairs, left Rome 
last night to represent Maly at the Con- 
ference. 


FRENCH VIEW, 


The Times Paris Correspondent tele 
graphed yesterday:—On the eve of The 

ague Conference there is perceptible here a 
certain nervousness that is _ heightened 
rather than diminished by the unqualified re- 
statement of the *‘ wreducible minimum ” of 
French demands. Representatives of all shades 
of opinion, with one eye on Mr. Snowden, 
unite in proclaiming the sacredness of the 
Young Plan. It is held to be an indivisible 
entity, which at the mere touch of that com- 
promise commonly to be expected at Inter- 
national Conferences must disintegrate into a 
futility that may even prove dangerous. 
Some parade is made of Belgian and Italian 
concurrence in these views. 

But the French unanimity, it must be 
noticed, ends with the financial aspect of 
the conference. While from the Right comes 
the insistence that evacuation of the Rhine- 
iand must be made conditional upon the set- 
ting up of a “ committee of verification and 
conciliation,”” the Left is very much afraid 
that the work of peace may be subordinated 
to the retention of an area which it holds 
to be useless from a military point of view 
and a fatal bar to a lasting conciliation, 

It is openly admitted that the French dele 
gation will have to face at The Hague both 
the British dissatisfaction with the appor- 
tionment of reparations under the Young 
Plan and the German desire to make evacua- 
tion a corollary to the Plan.

BIG ATTENDANCE AT 
SUNDAY SERVICES. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
ARROWE PARK, Saturday. 


As Giggleswick, in Yorkshire, became 
famous overnight because of its advan- 
tageous position to witness the eclipse of 
the sun a year ago, so has Arrowe Park 
become famous because of its world 
Jamboree.

Of the long day in camp, officially 
measured at sixteen hours, perhaps the 
most enjoyable part is the evening. Just 
as the day is merging into twilight huge 
fires are lighted in the various camps and 
impromptu concerts are given, items 
being contributed by boys of all nationali- 
ties. The glow of the fires can be seen 
for miles round, and the sight “is incom- 
parable to anything in the world. 

Strolling round last night I heard songs 
by a Himalayan band, items by Poles, 
bagpipe selections by the Irish boys, saw 
dancing by Spaniards, club-swinging by 
Indians, and lasso exhibitions by Améri- 
cans. Rockets tear through the smoke. 
laden space, and. bursting, light up the 
huge arena. It is a sight that will live 
for ever in the minds of those who witness 
it.

The Archbishop 
of Canterbury preached the sermon at the 
Anglican Service. : 

“Twenty-one years ago a soldier 
dreamed a dream,” His Grace said. 
“ From his boyhood he had rejoiced in the 
life of a Scout. In many adventures he 
had found that it quickened the mind and 
braced the will, and made men good com- 
rades. His dream was that the spirit of 
the good Scout might make the boys of 
his own nation healthy, happy and help- 
ful, and fit them for loyal service to their 
country and their God. To-day behold 
the dreamer cometh, and he comes not 
alone, but with a comradeship of nearly 
two million boys belonging to forty-one 
countries. His dream has become one of 
the great realities of the world. 

“ May I not dare to say to him before 
you all: ‘The Lord is with thee, thou 
mighty man of valour.’ This is the 4th 
of August; to-day there is coming forth 
from the shadow of the Great War this 
great array of the youth of all nations, 
pledged to the spirit of peace and good- 
will among men. Here is a power with- 
out which treaties and leagues are of 
little avail. 1f war is to be banished, is 
there anything that can take the place of 
the appeal it has made for centuries, and 
not least in the heart of youth, to the 
spirit of adventure and the splendour of 
seli-sacrifice? Can these great qualities be 
found along the ways of peace? 

“Our movement is giving the answer, 
quite apart from military ways and 
memories. You find scope for adventure 
in games, in camps, in rambles through 
wood and field; you are bound in honour 
to be alert in finding chances of doing 
useful service and performing acts of 
helpfulness and kindness.”’ 


5,000 AT HIGH MASS. 

About five thousand Scouts attended the 
Roman Catholic High Mass of Thanks- 
giving. They were kneeling during the 
elevation of the Host when the heavy 
storm burst, but they remained until the 
end of the Service, when another shower 
fell during the Te Deum. 

“We are witnessing to-day the coming 
of age of a wonderful movement, which 
has spread over the whole world,’ said 
Cardinal Bourne, Archbishop of West- 
minster, in his address. “It is the out- 
come of remarkable vitality, exceptional 
genius and far-seeing intelligence, and is 
already crowned with remarkable success. 
The Boy Scout organisation extends over 
the civilised world, and even to the less 
civilised nations. It takes within its 
embrace practically all nations and every 
variety of religious creed. I am glad to 
have the opportunity of testifying once 
again my esteem and deep appreciation 
jor the Scout movement, and to encourage 
Catholics and others to give it their warm 
sympathy and support.” 

Aiter the Anglican Service this morn- 
ing the Chief Scout welcomed a number 
of veteran Scouts with service of 
eighteen years and upwards. Among 
those received were Lord Powerscourt, 
Provincial Commissioner, who has service 
of twenty years; Mr. G. $.. Childs, 
Assistant Commissioner, who has twenty- 
one years, and Mr. W. M. Carte, Assist- 
ant Commissioner, also with twenty years’ 
service.

MOTOR CAR. 


THREE GIRLS INJURED. 


- 


A shocking motor accident occurred in 
South Circular road, near St. Kevin’s Church, 
Dublin, shortly before 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning. i i 

In avoiding a child who was crossing: the 
street a motor car swerved cn to the footpath, 
ran over a young girl who was standing on 
the kerb, and pinned to the railings of a 
private ee a woman and her two 
young nieces, who were on their way to Mass. 
Part of the railings was torn away and a 
pillar at the gateway was knocked down by 
the impact. 

The woman, Miss Donnelly, aged 50 years, 
of Upper Clanbrassil street, where her nieces 
also a. sustained a fractured skull and a 
fractured leg, and died from her injuries soon 
afterwards. One of her. nieces, Margaret 
Delaney, 
that ‘hs had to have a leg amputated in 
hospital. The other niece, Nancy Delaney, 
aged six years, was rendered unconscious, and 
is in the Meath Hospital suffering from severe 
concussion. 

The other girl, Essie Klien, of Warren 
street, is aged eleven years. The motor car 
passed over her body and one of her legs was 
fractured. She had just seen her father on to 
a tramcar when the accident happened, 

Ou inquiry yesterday evening it was 
learned that the injured girls were getting 
along as well as could be expected. The Rev. 
C. Hurley, C.C., St. Kevin's attended all of 
the injured before they were taken to 
hospital. 

The driver of the car, Philip Richmond, of 
Henry street, was taken into custody, and 
will be charged in the District Court to-day. 


OTHER DUBLIN ACCIDENTS. 


Two other motor accidents occurred in the 


city yesterday. 

As John Mulham (22), of 6 Granville 
terrace, Dublin, was crossing Newcomen 
Bridge he was knocked down by a bus and 
received an injury to his left leg, for which 
he is being treated in Jervis Street Hospital.

KNOCKED DOWN BY A 
"BUS. 


WOMAN FATALLY INJURED IN 
DONEGAL. 


There was a series of week-end accidents in 
the Londonderry district, one of which 
terminated fatally. The victim was Mrs. 
Maria Doherty, aged 42, of Somerville street, 
Clydebank, wife of William Doherty, who is 
employed by the Burns-Laird Lines. * 

Mrs, Doherty was on a visit to her mother, 
Mrs. Parris, Main street, Buncrana, and 
celebrated the anniversary of her birthday on 
Friday. She received a birthday gift of a 
money order from her husband and, on Satur- 
day, went to cash it. 

Mrs. Doherty was stepping off a ‘bus at 
Burnfoot when a passing bus knocked her 
down. She was conveyed to the Londonderry 
Infirmary, suffering from a fractured skull, and 
died some hours after admission. 

Her husband had in the meantime been 
wired for, but she was dead before he 
arrived. ‘ 

Philip O'Hagan, the driver of the "bus, has 
been remanded on bail, charged with causing 
Mrs. Doherty's death. 


BOY STRUCK BY MOTOR CAR, 


On Saturday night at 10.30 o'clock the 
conductor of Doherty’s 'bus, Buncrana, found 
William Doherty, aged 17, Abbey street, 
Londonderry, lying unconscious on the road- 
side at Fahan. 

He conveyed Doherty in the "bus to the 
infirmary, where it was found that he was 
suffering from concussion. It appears that 
he had been carrying bread to a camp there 
when he was struck by a motor car. 

It is said that the motor car had swerved 
to avoid a British military Jorry, and was 
precipitated off the main road to a by-road 
leading to Fahan Pier, where Doherty was 
walking. The motor car was smashed and the 
occupants, who included Customs officials, 
were slightly injured. 


CYCLIST INJURED IN COLLISION. 

John McWilliams, Highmoor Cross, 
donderry, @ labourer (26), while cycling, 
collided with a motor car at Watery Brae, 
near Londonderry.

THE BANK RATE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Iin your issue of the 31st July a letter 


contained the following statement :—*‘ As 1s 
known, the interest charged by the banks in 
Ireland is one per cent. higher than that 
charged by the banks in England.” No 
doubt, this statement, and others to the 
same effect which frequently appear in the 
Press, are made im good faith by correspon- 
dents labouring under the delusion that the 
published ‘* Bank of England Rate’’ is the 
rate applicable to all advances granted to 
customers of English and Scottish banks. My 
Committee instruct me to again point out 
that the published '' Bank of England Rate ’’ 
is the rate at which the Bank of England 
will discount the finest short-dated paper, 
and occasionally transact other special busi- 
ness, for its own customers. The rates 
charged by London and British provincial 
banks for business similar to that which is 
transacted by the Irish banks are invariably 
in excess of the quoted Bank of England 
Rate, and are certainly not more advan- 
tageous to the borrowers than the rates 
obtaining in Ireland. | 

Bearing these facts in mind, your readers 
will, doubtless, realise the misleading repre- 
sentation of the case which is constantly 
being made in the Press and on public plat- 
forms by uninformed criticis of banking in 
Ireland. In conclusion, may 1 add that the 
[rish banks grant loans to customers at the 
current Bank of England Rate against the 
security of Government Stock transferred?’—

LIMERICK, Saturday. 

-The Irish Labour Party and Trade Union 
Congress resumed ‘its deliberations to-day. 
Mr. C. J. Duffy, President, presided, and the 
attendance of delegates was again large. 

Senator Johnson moved a resolution ex- 
pressing regret that the Free State Govern- 
ment-did not take steps to reorganise the 
State. insurance..services so as to provide 
adequate resources during periods of sitk- 
ness and unemployment for the adult wage- 
earning population; to give effect to the re- 
port of the Departmental Committee on 
workmen’s compensation, to satisfy the de- 
mand ‘for widows* and orphans’ pensions, and 
to provide free medical treatment for the in- 
sured population, and instructing the National 
Executive to impress on Government and 
elected representatives generally the need for 
such reorganisation, 

Mr. 8. Kyle, Belfast, seconded. 

Mr. Dawson Gordon opposed on the ground 
that it did not define whether the scheme was 
to be contributory or not 

‘The motion was approved, i 

It was decided, on the recommendation of 
the Standing Orders Committee to send a tele- 

ram to cotton operatives on strike in Eng- 
and expressing fraternal greetings and wishes 
for their success. 

The Standing Orders Committee reported to 
having received a communication irom the 
lrish Labour Defence League. The Com- 
mittee was of opinion that Congress should 
express the view that all persons arrested 
should be immediately informed of the charge 
preferred against them compelling their de- 
tention, and suggesting that the charge be 
proceeded with with the least possible delay, 
and that the Congress should protest against 
the detention of any individual without a 
charge being preferred against him. 

lt was proposed and seconded that the re- 
commendations of the Standing Orders Com- 
mittee be adopted. 

Senator Johnson moved an amendment that 
the recommendations be not adopted, as the 
Standing Orders Committee should not ask 
the Congress to commit themselves to what 
they did not understand. 

Senator O'Farrell, seconding, said that they 
knew nothing about the organisation that 
sent, the communication. 


ALLEGED PERSECUTION. 

Miss Moloney, Dublin, said that it would 
be well to have the substance of the com- 
munication made known. Men had been 
thrown into prison without any charge or 
evidence being brought against them. They 
should protest against such persecution. Some 
of these men were wage-earners, and were 
deprived in that way of their means of living. 

Mr. W. O’Brien, Dubun, supported the 
amendment, and objected to the Congress 
being exploited by some individuals who were 
carrying on a certain kind of propaganda in 
the country. Congress should be let know 
who were the trade unionists that were being 
persecuted, as he knew of none. 

Miss Moloney—They are wage-earners, and 
they are being kept in jail without charge 
or evidence. 

Mr. 0’ Brien said that these men might be 
persecuted in a certain fight in which they 
were engaged, but it had nothing to do with 
the Labour movement. 

Miss Bennett, Dublin, considered that such 
a recommendation should not be brought up 
at the closing stages of the Congress, when 
the attendance was limited, 

Miss Bowen said that the communication in 
question was sent to the Standing Orders 
Committee on the opening day of the Con- 
gress. 

On .a show of hands the amendment was 
carried by a large majority. 

A motion was passed calling on the 
Government to ratify the Washington Hours 
Convention, and to enact legislation which 
established as a minimum an eight hour day, 
with adequate safeguards. 

On the motion of Miss Bennett, Dublin, a 
resolution was adopted to raise the wage 
standard of women workers to the same level! 
as that of men, and protesting against the 
tendency of TYade Boards to reduce such 
minimum wage. 

Miss Bennett proposed, and Miss Bowen 
seconded, a resolution instructing the 
National Executive to. study the subject of 
Workers’ Councils and Joint Industrial Com. 
mittees, and to present a report to next Con- 
gress. 

By 37 votes to 30 it was decided..to take 
steps to get the Government to introduce a 
measure to provide pensions for widows and 
dependent children on a _ non-contributory 
Lasis. 

POOR LAW SYSTEM. 


On the proposition of Miss Carey, Dublin, 
it was agreed to take steps to reform the pre- 
sent poor law system in the Free State on 
the lines recommended by the recent Poor 
Law Commission, and requesting that Poor 
Law Commissioners and Boards of Guardiats 
be authorised to extend outdoor relief to men 
and women who could not find work, and 
exhausted their unemployment benefit. 

It was agreed; on the proposition of Mr. G. 
Bourke, that the National Executive take 
steps to secure legislation amending the 
Workmen’s Cumpensdtion Acts so as to se- 
cure for an injured worker adequate compen- 
sation for each day that he was unemployed, 
irrespective of length of service, and that it 
be made compulsory on all employers to 
insure in a national insurance scheme con- 
trolled by the State. 

A resolution was adopted from the Dublin 
Trades’ Union and Labour Council calling 
on the National Executive to take steps to 
see that in future housing grants all appli 
cants shall guarantee that the standard wage 
and recognised conditions shall be recognised. 

A resolution was also adopted, expressing 
the opinion that the Post Office should be 
developed on the most comprehensive lines. 

On the motion of Miss Moloney, a resolu 
tion was passed, appealing for an eight hour 
day for all nurses, both in institutions and 
private practice. 

Resolutions were also adopted, stating that 
a standard scale of salary ought to be granted 
to all nurses, and that all nursing homes, 
both general and maternity, should be :egis. 
tered and inspected. 


RAILWAYS AND ARBITRATION. 


Senator O'Farrell moved: ‘That this 
Congress regards the action of certain of the 
Irish railway companiés in notifying their 
withdrawal from the machinery of negotia- 
tion mutually agreed upon in the interests of 
industrial peace as indefensable and as indica- 
tive of their intention of trying to accomplish 
by force that which they have been unable 
to justify before an impartial tribunal. Iv 
view of the grave menace to the continued 
maintenance oÍ peace in the railway industry 
which the aggressive and unreasoning attitude 
of the companies involves the Congress calls 
upon the respective Governments to take 
note as to where the responsibility lies in 
the ulmost inevitable event of trouble develop- 
ing on the railways.after the companies have 
deliberately smashed the only available means 
for the amicable aud scientific adjustment of 
all disputes.’ Senator O'Farrell said that 
he desired to sound a note oí warning to the 
public and the Governments of the Free State 
and Northern Ireland that upheaval would 
almost certainly come next year on the rail- 
ways unless better counsels prevailed on the 
part of the employers, and they wanted to 
place the responsibility on the proper 
shoulders. 

Mr, Ward (Belfast) seconded, and said that 
if there was going to be a fight there would 
he no boundary between North and South. 

Mr. Latham, M.P., said that if the railway 
companies persisted in their attitude. there 
would be war in the industrial field. It was 
for the Governments to say whether this 
should occur. 

The resolution was carried unanimously.

AN UNUSUAL ROLE. . 

President Cosgrave, in replying, said that 
he appeared there that evening in a rather 
unusual role, but it afford him great 
pleasure to visit Rosslare. It was a greater, 

leasure. to him. to avail himself of. the 
buana of the club in offering him the 
facilities of their fnagnificent course. 

“As you ail know,” he continued, “I am 
at present in a position where exaggeration 
is unknown, where truth reigns, and where 
any deviation from the path of rectitude is 
unheard of.

BOY’S PRANK CAUSES 
STAMPEDE. 


An alarming incident occurred during a 
children’s matinée performance in the Cruralin 
road Picture House, Belfast, on Saturday 
afternoon. The theatre was well filled with 
juveniles, and towards the end of-.the pro- 
gramme a boy raised the cry of “ Fire.”’ 

There was a stampede on the part of some 
of the children, and in their haste to get clear 
of the building several of them were knocked 
down. Two of the youngsters who were 
injured were taken ‘to the Mater Hos- 
ital, Belfast, where they were found to 


e suffering from bruises and shock, and were. 


im for treatment. Their names are Fdna 


Sloan, aged three and “a: half years, and 
Josephine Mavoy, aged ten. 

A large number of anxious parents gathered 
outside the building, atid several of the 
children on emerging declared that a film had 
caught fire, but this was found to be untrue. 

It appears that one of the boys in the 
theatre flashed an electric pocket Jamp on 
the screen, and at the same time shouted 
‘‘ Fire,’ and this caused a pantie. “ 

The manager of the picture house, Mr. A. 
George, declared that everything was in order 
until fifteen minutes before the matinée was 
due to finish. He was in his office and heard 
steps on the stairs. 

“I immediately down to the 
auditorium,” he said. I found the place 
in a panic. I tried to get the children to 
resume their seats, as everything appeared to 
be all right; but they continued to crowd 
round the doors and passages. [I noticed at 
one door that an attendant was ordering the 
children to stand back, and I found two or 
three children on the floor. I also persuaded 
the children to get back, and in a short time 
they complied. 

“One of the staff carried two of the 
children who were on the floor out of the 
hall, and I carried a third. I afterwards went 
up to the operating chamber, and found that 
there had not been the slightest hitch there. 
The cashier had reason to go into the 
auditorium during the performance. and she 
there saw a boy flashing a lamp and shouting 
‘Fire.’ Immediately after the children 
rushed to get out.” 

Mr. George added that he was sure that 
the hoy did not realise the serious nature of 
his conduct. 

At the Mater Hospital on Sunday afternoon 
it was stated that the injured children were 
progressing satisfactorilv.

THE HOLIDAY IN 
DUBLIN.

On the approach of the August Bank 
Holiday a gala atmosphere has spread over 
Dublin. A real holiday spirit has been 
evident during the week—especially in the 
gaiety and bustle at the city quaysides, and 
at Kingstown on Saturday last, when over 
six thousand people arrived from across the 
Channel. 

Four passenger steamers came to Kings- 
town on Scteeax. carrying a total of 4,160

ier at 5.20 a.m. with passengers; the 

Scotia came alongside at 6.45 a.m. with 
1,112; the Cambria at 8.40 a.m. with 1,410, 
and the Mellifont at 9.45 a.m. with 640. 

Two steamers—the Lady Limerick and the 
Lady Louth—arrived at the North Wall, 
Dublin, bringing a total of 1,500 persons, 
who had embarked at Liverpool: while 440 
arrived from Scotland. e trains also 
brought in from the country large numbers, 
who increased the throng that took advan- 
tage of the fine weather to make the most 
of their surroundings. 

Already the hotels are very busy. The 
bookings for the Horse Show, which will be 
opened to-morrow, are heavy. 

If the weather is favourable to-day many 
of Dublin’s citizens, no doubt, will take 
boat, train, tramcar, or omnibus to the 
coast, the open country, or the hills. The 
Dubliner usually studies the various excur- 
sions available on a bank holiday, and selects 
what makes the best appeal to him. Within 
easy reach of his home he has a variety of 
scenery and coast that never loses its charm. 

To such places as Howth, Killiney, and 
Bray, which offer fine scenery and health- 
giving air; to Rathfarnham, with its pine 
forest; and Lucan—reached after a pleasant 
journey—there will be augmented services 
to-day. The raitway companies are providing 
frequent trains to various stations to meet 
the expected increase of traffic, and they 
offer tickets at redúced fares. 

The races at rdstown will be a big 
attraction. Then there will be the call of 
the golf course, and of quiet retreats afforded 
by the various parks and gardens. Visitors 
will be admitted to the Zoological Gardens 
at half the usual price to-day. 

At night special attractions will be pro- 
vided in the Dublin theatres and picture 
houses, so that nothing should be wanting 
to complete the day's enjoyment.

Mr. M‘Carville 
proposed, and Mr. (Gunn seconded, the 
appointment of Mrs. Treanor. ; 

Mr. H. K. M’‘Aleer, M.P., supporting 
Mrs. Treanor, said that the vast majority 
of the people of that union were Catholics 
and Nationalists, and it was owing to the 
nefarious and iniquitous jerrymandering and 
the way the districts had been squared that 
the Nationalists were put in the unfortunate 
position of being in the minority at that 
Board, although a majority of the people. 
He had no objection to the Chairman per 
sonally, because he always conducted the 
business impartially, fairly and with a good 
measure of judgment. The least that board 
could do would be to give one of these pos! 
tions to a Catholic. Lord Craigavon had 
frequently stated that he desired to see 
justice and fair play to all sections of the 
eople, irrespective of class or creed, and he 
Snel the members of the Council would 
translate his words into action.

Goodwood Aftermath : Mr. Jinks’s Failure : Tiffin v, 
Royal Minstrel : Irish-Bred Horses : An Apt

ROM Our TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT, 
LUNDON, Sunday Night. 

With Goodwood over and the entries for 
the Cesarewitch and the Cambridgeshire 
published, we are reminded that the first half 
of the season has run its course, and that 
very soon we shall be confronted with a new 
set of conditions. The racing during the 
four days at Goodwood maintained a high 
average of excellence, but few of the sup- 
posed best of the two-year-olds and the three- 
year-olds emerged with any great credit from 
their various ordeals, 

An exception has, of course, to be made in 
the case o. Lord Ellesmere’s filly, ‘Tiffin, who 
has every clann to be regarded as a pheno- 
menon in her way, and is unquestionably 
the best three-year-old in training at her 
distance. Although it is impossible to fault 
her physically, there is nothing about Tiffin, 
on seeing her for the first time, to convey the 
idea that she is the wonder she is. 

The weather was adverse when she ran for 
the King George Stakes on Wednesday, and 
in the paddock she looked just a little tucked 
up, but when she came on the course she 
pricked her ears, as much as to say, “ What 
a good game this is.” As she has done in 
all her races, she demoralised her opponents 
when she flew out of the gate. 


TREAT IN STORE. 

It is likely that she will run for the Nun- 
thorpe Stakes at York, and Captain Boyd- 
Rochfort hopes to oppose her with Royal 
Minstrel. This is one of the races over which 
we can linger expectantly, for it will be the 
event of the season Were the distance six 
furlongs on this galloping course I would 
expect the grey to beat her. He would pre- 
bably have done so in the July Cup had he 
come down the hill better, but the distance 
is five furlongs at York, and the way she 
breaks from the barrier will give her an 
advantage. 

It will be difficult enough to make a final 
choice between the pair on the evening be- 
fore the race, and JT will not venture an 
opinion now. The ideal solution would be a 
dead-heat, because no one wants to see either 
beaten. 

The calamity of the week was the defeat of 
Mr. Jinks in the Sussex Stakes. To explain 
it away is difficult, and I prefer to ignore it 
altogether.. My own idea of a solution is 
that Mr. Jinks went too hot-footed in pur- 
suit of Totalisator down the hill, and be- 
came a little unbalanced; but this might be 
wrong. The best, we have seen of the grey 
was when he met the rise out of the Abing- 
don bottom on the Rowley mile, and beat 
(ragadour in the Two Thousand Guineas. 

And then Mr. Jinks is being trained for 
the St. Leger. A colt undergoing a pre- 
paration for a race over a mile and three- 
quarters at Doncaster six weeks ahead 
might be forgiven a lapse over a mile 
on a sharp course such as Goodwood is, His 
failure does not, I think, in any way pre- 
juice his chance at Doncaster, such as it is. 

I imagine that if the French colt, Hotweed, 
goes on in the right way he will start 
favourite for the St. Leger, but Mr. Jinks on 
the day, if he is fit and well, will not be at 
90 to 1, which is the current price oca offer 
against his St. Leger chance. 

THE TWO-YEAR-OLDS. 

A few of the best-known two-year-olds, 
such as Qurrat-al-Ain, Queen of the Nore and 
others, were beatén in the course of the week, 
and Diolite, who beat the former in the 
Molecomb Stakes, has to be taken as a good 
colt, for he goes one better every time he 
runs. Like her half-brother, Royal Minstrel, 
Qurrat-al-Ain has high action in front, and 
is not adapted to galloping on falling ground. 
She showed unquestioned superiority to 
liolite at Newmarket, and he showed equal 
superiority to her at Goodwood. 

T look forward to seeing this pair meet 
again either at Doneaster or Newmarket, and 
I doubt whether the Diophon colt will havo 
such a margin as a length in his favour, if 
he has any. Queen of the Nore did not go 
to the post teo well, and she may have been 
feeling the effects of her Sandown rac? 
doubt,.too, whether the best was seen of her. 

One of the most attractive colts who won 
during the week was the National Stud-bred 
Challenger, who took the Richmond Stakes 
for Lord Dewar. ‘There are considerable pos- 

ihililies about this He beat the more 
experienced Gwyniad like a good one. 

One of Lord Derby's St: Leger candidates, 
Hunter's Moon, did not please at all when he 
only narrowly won the Gratwicke Stakes 
from Tom Peartree. This was not St. Leger 
form, nor was that of Defoe, who had 15Ih. 
the better of the weights with Cavendo when 
he beat him in the Gordon Stakes. It will 
be very surprising should this very uwnpre- 
possessing individual win the St. Leger.

[Excuses could be 
offered for her defeat on that occasion, for, as 
well as losing ground at the start, she ran 
green, On this occasion it was Scarpanto 
who suffered at the start, the son of 
Carpathus being many lengths behind when 
the field got into stride. Star of Egypt, 
Tetract and Sarah Jennings contested the 
issue closely for a good way, but in the last 
furlong Star of Egypt clearly asserted 
superiority. 


CRUET STAYS WELL. 

Mr. H. 8S. Gray’s Cruet was an odds--on 
favourite for the August Plate, and won in 
very decisive style. Up to the last few 
months Cruet had been regarded merely as a 
sprinter, and was considered as at his best 
over an easy five-furlong course; but he las 
now won three races in succession over a 
distance of a mile or further. Mr. Gray, his 
owner, an Englishman who nowadays does 
not often visit this country, has been for a 
long time associated with the sport, and his 
colours are as familiar as those of any of our 
Irish owners. 

The field of nine runners for the Dalkey 
Selling Plate was, for the most part, made 
up of very moderate horses, a fact which was 
manifested by the promotion of Friar Melody's 
Pride to the position of favourite. Out of 
nine races this daughter of Friar’s Melody 
won one very moderate selling race at the 
Maze, and so little was thought of the per- 
formance that after winning she was allowed 
to pass out of the sale ring without eliciting 
a bid. She now had the race in hand at 
every stage, and won in the easiest possible 
style from Eastern Maid and Big Business. 
The running of the last-named was sub- 
sequently the subject of an inquiry by the 
Stewards, who, after examining C. O'Connor, 
the rider; Mr. J. J. Parkinson, the trainer, 
and Mr. F. Burke, the owner, cautioned 
O'Connor as to his future riding. Friar 
Melody’s Pride on being submitted to auction 
was bought in for 1£0 sovs. 

MR. PARKINSON’S DOUBLE. 

Mr. Parkinson’s second score was with 
Billy Kelly in the Bray Plate. Figurinz at 
the bottom of the handicap and receiving 
211b. from one of his own age in Mr. Shake- 
speare, the son of Passer had an easy task. 
After Princess Argosy had led for close on 
six furlongs, Billy Kelly drew into the Jead 
in effortless style, and, though Mr. Shake- 
speare, who had been in the rear for most of 
the way, raced up into second place, there 
was never really any doubt about the result. 

GLENFORD’S ILL-LUCK, 

Up to this stage backers of favourites had 
fared’ right well, but they got somewhat of a 
set-back when Glenford, the best backed cf 
the nine runners for the Scalp Plate, lost se 
much ground at the start as to completely 
spoil her chance. The one to profit by the 
ill-luck of the favourite was Drama, who, 
after disposing of Denny, had a clear course 
to victory. Glenford made up a lot of the 
lost ground, and, travelling faster than any 
of the others at the finish, ran on into third 
place. 

It was a tame conclusion to the proceedings 
when only four runners turned out for the 
Foxrock Plate, an amateur riders’ race, which 
Mr. F. Clarke won on Le Bourget. It was a 
duel between the winner and Captivale for 
the last mile, and each in turn seemed to 
have the race won many times; but the 
stamina of Te Bourget. coupled with the 
indicious riding of an awkward horse by Mr. 
F. Clarke, about decided the issue. Details :-—
